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Interurban Electric
Sysiem In Carolinas

(By Albert Fionis, in Manufacturtrs’
Record)

The Dnukes of Durhain  and thelr
assoclutes have In operation an elec-
trie railroad in North Carolina end
Squth Carolina that in many of iis
features I8 a atrikingly unique Inno-
vation In the railroad world. It is
not only a carrier of pasdenger traf-
fle, on familiar interurban lines, but
is bullt, acquipped and apurtenanced
for heavy frelght trafc, and will, in-
deed, make freight handling as im-
portant a part of its business as it is
of any standard steam road. Heavy
electric engines, able to pull 1,000
tons, or a train of 30 to 40 loadead
cars, have been Installed and are at
work, and although the lines in oper-
allun are only:a portlon of the full
system to be built, the operations are
on & very robust commercial seale
oow, and give definite Indication of
the fmportant factor the line will be
in the transportation field of the Pled-
mont section,

Ullimately the system will be about
320 miles long, and will extond from
Durham, N. 7, to Greenwood, S. (.
